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T WAS A DAY like all other 

days at the Island of Anchieta, 
Brazil. The big, sprawling prison 
was bathed in hot sunlight, and the 
dense, humid jungle was steaming.

It was Friday, June 20, 1952. 

The 500 odd prisoners, clad in 
their tattered grey clothes, stream- 
ed out from the 8 cell blocks that 
surrounded the prison court. The 
guards, tired from their tedious 
duty, hurried them along. Then 
there was a sharp whistle blast 
from the chief prison guard for the 
convicts to line up. 

Suddenly all hell broke loose! 

There was a furious scramble as 
the prisoners swarmed over the 
guards and killed them. Scattered 
shots brought out more guards, 
but they too were knifed or shot. 
In a few brief moments, the “Dev- 
il’s Island” of Brazil went into the 
hands of the convicts. Leading the 
revolt was Pereira Pima, a con- 
demned assassin who had another 
93 more years of prison life ahead 
of him. The yelling, screaming 
mob charged through the prison 
blocks killing every guard they 
found. When they came upon the 
prison director, they beat him up 
and took him as hostage.

Paulo of the fantastic escape, 
the militia and the air force were 
dispatched there at once. But this 
alone did not quell the fear of the 
city, 125 miles away from the 
prison, for 350 killers were now 
loose in the Brazilian jungle. 

When the army arrived and took 
stock of the situation, they found 
43 guards slaughtered by the as- 
sassins. Also, strewn about the 
courtyard, were 100 prisoners who 
were annihilated when they re- 
fused to join the prison break. 

The soldiers and the army planes 
began scouring the surrounding 
jungle. One by one, the prisoners 
were picked up. Those with weap- 
ons fought bitterly against capture 
and were shot down by army 
snipers. Others were machine-gun- 
ned from the low flying planes 
when they refused to surrender. 

Then came a message from the 
convict leader, Pima. He would 
release the prison director for the 
freedom of the men in the hills. 
This was refused (it was suspect- 
ed he was already dead). Fin- 
ally, Pima wanted to make an 
even swap. His life and freedom 


for the director. This too was re- 
fused. The guerrilla battles raged 
fiercely, now. After the fifth day 
more soldiers arrived as reinforce- 
ments. Pitched battles studded the 
area within 20 miles of the prison. 
But for the killers it was a losing 
fight. It was now rocks against 
submachine guns and tear gas. 
On the 8th day, the remnants of 
the killers were rounded up. They

NYTHING can happen in Nice, and the city 

elders encourage it, whatever it may be. 
To lure dollars, francs, pounds and pesos, they 
offer everything from continuous carnivals 
to the utmost refinement in decadence. 

Once the exclusive playground of kings, 
movie-stars, millionaires and the sophisti- 
cated international set, the postwar regime 
has seen to it that the new price-scales for 
sin and pleasure will attract and empty the 
pocketbooks of all income brackets. 

Each year some 2 million people gather 
along the blue waters of this Mediterranean 
spa to participate in the annual Mardi Gras in 
late February or early March. Revelry con- 
tinues night and day, while streetcorner loud- 
speakers blare music and song, night clubs 
and cabarets lean heavily on the female 
nude, and taxi-drivers whisper invitations to 
even hotter spots a little off the beaten 
track, most familiar to the tourists. 

Along the boulevards, by night, wander 
lovely ladies of the evening, while “private” 
parties are open to all visitors with the price 
of admission. 

A celebrity hunters’ paradise, the wide 
boulevards abound in displaced and vaca-

Loneliness is a practical impossibility. 
Along the Cote d'Azur the five-mile-long 
Promenade des Anglais is lined with pretty 
girls, invariably prepared to be naughty or 
nice—from the city of the same name. 

Though the Riviera still serves as a winter 
rendezvous for the elite of Europe, the sum- 
mer season has come to assume greatest im- 
portance in the fiscal year as holidaying 
government clerks, shopkeepers, students and 
tourists flock in to enjoy the delights once 
reserved for the “classes.” 

Nor is all the gaiety so hectic. Still popular 
is the French custom of sitting out the sunny 
days in sidewalk cafes. Thousands swim in the 
blue waters, while thousands more loll about 
the beaches, turning from time to time like 
roasts upon a spit.

Despite the gyrations, 
it’s a true American art-form.

ISING like a solid cliff of masonry almost 
to the height. of the surrounding moun- 
taintops, stands the 300-year-old, 1000-room 
winter palace of the Dalai Lama at Lhasa. 
Here, among the cold winds that whistle across 
the highlands of Tibet, dwells a young man 
who is both leader, and representative of 
heaven, to the Buddhists of that mountainous 
land. As the rising tides of Communism 
swept up through the valleys and passes from 
Red China, the 15-year-old Dalai Lama, 14th 
to bear that title, gathered about him an 
entourage of abbots and priests, a body- 
guard of fur-capped soldiers equipped with 
ancient rifles, and fled southward through the 
mountains toward the Indian border. 
But with the departure of the Dalai Lama

Se 4 MERICAN MEN DON’T KNOW how to 

make love, said a famous French ac- 
tress who had been in this country only a few 
months. “They like to make love, yes—but they 
don’t know how. Everything is hurry oop, 
hurry oop.” This beautiful-movie star should 
know—her amorous activity in New York 
and Hollywood was being hinted at in gossip 
columns all over the country. 

There are two aspects to this anecdote. As 
an outsider residing in this country—and be- 
cause she is acquainted with the “love codes“ 
here and abroad, her story reveals; a) that 
Americans are ‘ardent in that they “like to 
make love,” and; b) they are ineffective lovers 
as compared to Europeans. 

Obviously this could easily let one jump to 
the conclusion that American men are lousy 
lovers—while the exact opposite is true. Luck- 
ily, all American men are not cast in the role 
of trying to please European women; their 
primary interest is in trying to please Ameri- 
can women—by American standards. The facts 
prove that American men are extremely ro- 
mantic—but just how amorous they are, is 
open to serious debate. 


Effect Of The War 


During World War II, a large Army camp 
was opened in Virginia. Not too many days 
passed before another army invaded the town 
—an army of prostitutes. The Army was rea- 
listic about the matter, and took great meas- 
ures to divert the attentions of the young, 
impressionable boys away from the sin-spots. 
They were quite successful, too, for the Army 
has faced such situations before. Healthful, 
wholesome recreation was the answer. Still, 
the Army does not try to deny the existence 
of sex. An Army manual gives this excellent 
summation of the situation: “A young man 
who could actually live without any sex ex- 
pression would be a grave neurotic and most 
likely be 4-F.” 

An amorous man is one who is disposed to 
make love; a too amorous” man is one who is 
disposed to make love promiscuously. Given 
the opportunity, how many unmarried Ameri- 
can men would enter into sexual relations? 
Dr. Harry Benjamin in an article in the 
Urological and Cutaneous Review stated: The 
Army has the impression that only 15 to 30 
per cent ‘won’t, 15 per cent ‘will,’ and the 
rest act according to circumstances.” 


Kinsey—And The Bachelors 


Kinsey’s report deals with the above situa- 
tion a little more completely. Of the adult, 
unmarried males in America who have a grade 
school education, 98 per cent will have inter- 
course by the time they reach 38 years of age; 
for the bachelors with a high school education 
in the same age group, 84.3. per cent; and 
with a college education, 66.7 per cent. We 
can definitely draw from this survey that “sex 
before marriage” is the rule, rather than the 
exception. Another point of significance is that 
in any other country of the world, such a 
survey wouldn’t draw so much as a raised eye- 
brow—but in America, it draws fire with a 
strong mixture of pro and con comments. An 
English columnist wrote, Kinsey is just mak- 
ing drawing room conversation out of bed- 
room facts and fancies.” 

America is not a country of super-lovers. 
True, there is the highly publicized minority 
who tend to create the impression that this 
is so. The one disturbing element in this pic- 
ture is, the irresponsible married American 
men who are getting to the stage where one 
woman” is not sufficient to satisfy their amor- 
ous impulses. While some of it is due to emo- 
tional distress, how else can one account for this

fact in Kinsey’s report, On the basis of these 
active data, and allowing for the cover-up 
that has been involved, it is probably safe to 
suggest that about half of all the married 
males have relations with women other than 
their wives, at some time while they are wed.” 

Added to this is the account that 300 out 
of every 1000 American marriages end in 
divorce. Most of these divorced men marry 
again. Is it the need for more than one woman 
that drives these men to other women—and 
divorce, or carelessness on the part of the 
woman? 

Take the case of John L. who consulted me 
about his home problem. This was his worry. 
“My wife is always out at night at bridge 
parties or at one of her clubs. When we retire 
for the night she’s always too tired. Did she 
marry me just to change her name and have 
something to talk about at her socials? Of 
course I started looking around—there are lots 
of ‘good’ girls interested in keeping a guy 
from getting lonely.” 


The Bachelor Girl 


Coupled with the divorce question is the 
problem of surplus women. The U.S.A. has 
over 2 million unwed women of marriageable 
age. Their presence may be too much tempta- 
tion for the men—for these “available” ginls 
who, according to statistics will never marry, 
also have the normal desire for a normal love 
life. This temptation may be giving the Ameri- 
can male “more opportunity” than he would 
normally have—and hence would tend to give 
the impression that he is a “great lover,” be- 
cause of his realization of these opportunities 
for greater amorous activity. 


Role Of Organized Vice 


Playing up to the normal sex drive are the 
organized vice rings. But one important fact 
must be understood—vice rings would never 
be able to operate without willing clients. As 
one civic authority in Dallas, Texas, said, 
“These bordellos serve a purpose—and a very 
important one at that.“ 

While no one abhors organized vice more 
than I do, just as abhorrent are the pseudo- 
vice drives which do a lot of talking without 
any concrete solutions being worked out to 
answer the problems of why we have vice in 
the first place. A soldier made this comment in 
a letter published in the American Mereury 
several years ago: “Do you welfarers wish to 
eliminate prostitution—or sexual intercourse?” 
This is but a single comment of a GI viewing 
his problem from a practical standpoint. But 
the problem is broader in scope than that. It is 
the one where society must win over a com- 
bination of crime, vice, and disease for the 
good and welfare of the community. 

Could the apparent increase of sexual activ- 
ity of the American male be due in part to the 
release of Victorian and sexual inhibitions” 
from past generations? Could it be like the law 
of water and gravity—“just as water reaches 
its own level, so, too, are sex relations reach- 
ing their own level?“ Obviously, increased 
knowledge due to sex education has modified 
many a former belief. 

Varied sex reports, too, may be responsible 
for a rise of male sex activities in the coming 
years. Why? Men always had doubts about 
their capabilities with regards to “too much” 
or “too little” sex activity on their part. Kinsey 
has pointed out that most American men are 
alike—with a few organically able to be more 
active than others. He also pointed out that an 
increased sex life has no ill effect either phys- 
ical or mental on the human male. One man 
who had read Kinsey’s report thoroughly com- 
mented; “I always thought I was too amorous; 


now I find out there are a lot of men like me 
and it’s not unusual.” 


What's the Cause? 

But allein all, American men “are more or 
less equal in their sexual endowments.“ Out- 
side factors are what influence any increase 
or decrease in their sexual activities. 

1) Opportunity. The city male has more 
opportunity for sex relations than his country 
brother. 

2) Any man under mental strain or illness 
will have less opportunity for relations than a 
healthy man. 

3) A man confined to an Army barracks or 
ship and in male company only, will obviously 
have less opportunity for sex relations than a 
“party-goer.” 

4) A man away from home will have less 
inhibitions about picking up a girl at a bar, or 
visiting a prostitute than he would if he were 
home. All these factors influence the “amount” 
of amorousness in the American male. In most 
instances, under the proper circumstances and 
given the opportunity, a male will satisfy his 
sex urges. 


The California Survey 

Doctors have been pointing out for years 
that the male sex drive is much stronger than 
that of a female. The Institute of Family Rela- 
tions published a survey taken of 792 married 
couples in California. When asked if they were 
satisfied with the amount of intercourse they 
had, and if they desired it more frequently, 
the results revealed that 44 percent of the men 
said there was “too little,“ 53 per cent stated 
that their activity was just right,” and 3 per 
cent claimed that there was “too much.” (This 
substantiates Kinsey’s deductions about the 
marital conditions that exist in American 
homes today.) 

To carry it further, 24 per cent of the women 
said that there was too much;“ 54 per cent 
said “just right,” and 22 per cent said there 
was “too little.” The conclusion of these sta- 
tistics is that unequal sex drives are the basis 
for much infidelity and divorces. The figures 
of 44 per cent of the men having too little” 
sex activity as compared to 22 per cent of the 
women being dissatisfied, shows that twice as 
many married men as women are sexually un- 
happy. Is this the lack of sex desire in the 
woman-or too much amorousness in the men? 
A recent answer was given by a noted psy- , 
chiatrist. “There’s nothing wrong with the IS LOVE BEFORE MARRIAGE more common today than ever before in our history? Experts disagree.

What are the underlying reasons for this 
“sex revolution?” Some blame it on the threat 
of World War III; others blame it on the 
looser moral codes of other nations which may 
have infiltrated into our country. Whatever the 
reasons, flagrant sexual behavior is certainly 3 ; Sah, 
not condoned by American society today.

when these youngsters grow up, America, as 
usual, will be a country of normal, healthy 
adults, based on the tradition of the happy 
family. The claims of surveys and polls may be 
highly colored, for the promiscuousness of a 
small percentage of the country may account 
for irregular statistics. Perhaps our moral 
codes may be revised in the years to come 
as part of the “sex revolution,” but until then, 
we must live by today’s standards. Respon- 
sible Americans feel “that it’s just a momen- 
tary fancy to apply standards of a minority 
to that of a majority—and that our moral 
standards are still as high as ever—and will 
be kept that way.”

The Bootleg Racket 
s Back 


SLAUGHTER BY MOB RULE highlighted prohibition. Will return of bootlegging bring back such massacres? 
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Bum booze is pouring out of 

the moonshine stills by the millions 

of gallons, and racketeers are back in 
business making a fortune out of this 
illegal swill. The traffic in rotgut 

is higher today than during Prohibition. 


HE BARGE LAY PEACEFULLY at the 

dock. To all appearances it was just an- 
other beat-up tug earning a living on the river, 
when police officers swooped down on it with 
drawn guns. Result? Several men arrested, 
and in the hold of the barge one of the most 
compact, illegal distilleries ever assembled. 
Bright, new 5-gallon cans were piled up ready 
to be filled and shipped to illegal liquor whole- 
salers in that area. Where did it take place? 
Brooklyn, New York. 

Not since the days of Prohibition has boot- 
legging been on such a scale. One Alcohol Tax 
Unit Agent stated privately that he believed 
that in the year 1952, bootlegging has sur- 
passed any 5 years of the wildest Prohibition 
era. The reasons for this statement are not hard 
to find: 1) Illegal stills are turning out un- 
taxed booze at such a rate, that the combined 
production of stills being captured by the 
authorities outproduce legal distilleries. by 
200,000 gallons a day. 2) Last years’ boost in 
the liquor tax which took liquor out of the low 
and middle income bracket and opened the 
door for the rotgut salesman to enter. 


Supply And Demand 


With the new liquor tax laws creating a 
tremendous market, bootleggers, mobsters and 
rum runners are back in business. The risk 
is not as great today as it was in the 20’s. 
First, because smuggling is no longer neces- 
sary, and secondly, because equipment and 
materials are more scientific and more easily 
obtainable. One by-product of bootlegging is 
hijacking. Legal liquor is hijacked by rack- 
eteers and smuggled into dry states for high 
prices. But even such activities are minor by 
comparison to the estimated 150 million gallons 
of illegal booze made and peddled by boot- 
leggers in the U.S.A. over the past 12 months. 

Bootlegging is not confined to any one state. 
It’s going on today from Florida to Oregon. 


HIJACK FOILED. Mobsters tied up drivers of a 


Organizations like the one uncovered in Capa 
City, Florida, are being discovered daily. This 
moonshine still was uncovered near Doctor’s 
Inlet—a huge affair consisting of a large boiler 
and two condensers capable of turning out 
2,500 gallons of liquor a week. The operators 
fled, but the Florida Beverage Department 
Agents who smashed the outfit claim it was the 
largest still ever captured in Florida. 

Not so lucky were three bootleg operators in 
Philadelphia, Pa., whose suburban farmhouse 
was raided by State Troopers. These three, 
quiet-looking men were operating a 20-foot 
still capable of turning out 1500 gallons of 
alcohol a day. This ring was credited with 
flooding the Philadelphia area with thousands 
of dollars worth of untaxed liquor. 

The big question is this. Will this boom in 
bootlegging bring back the notorious era of 
gang killings similar to the St. Valentine’s 
day massacre in Chicago during Prohibition 
days? This is impossible to foretell. Already, 
organized gangs of racketeers, many with a 
nostalgia of the “‘old days” are quietly operat- 
ing around the country. It seems unlikely that 
they would want the spotlight of publicity 
focussed upon them—and thereby spoil their 
lucrative activity. 


Why Is Everybody Angry? 

‘The rise of bootlegging has put a chip on 
everyone’s shoulder. Since the new tax law 
went into effect, John Doe, citizen is angry. The 
liquor tax on spirits was raised from $9.00 to 
$10.50 a gallon, thereby raising the price per 
bottle of liquor. The legal distillers are angry 
because of the tremendous drop in liquor sales; 
between November 1951 and March 1952 liquor 
sales in 22 states took a drop of 44 per cent 
from the same period a year ago. And the 
Treasury Department is mad. Instead of the 
estimated $178 million extra they expected to 
get from the tax increase, revenues slumped 
down $238 million in a period of 8 months, 
from a similar period the year before.

Why, the bootlegger of course! All he needs 
is a few boilers, some mash and sugar, some 
empty bottles and he’s in business, under- 
selling and outselling the mammoth liquor in- 
dustries which are million dollar companies. Se ah E 5 eS =

bootleg poison. An Atlanta ex-con is already 
on trial for selling a moonshine mixture of 
wood alcohol—4 people were blinded, 38 killed, 
and all in all, 350 stricken by the poison. 

The high price of liquor is making beer 
drinkers out of Americans, as the sales of 
beer indicate. Sales rose sharply since the in- 
crease in liquor prices went into effect. 

Sylvia F. Porter, noted economist-writer who 
was the -first person to predict the bootleg 
boom immediately after the passage of the 
tax law, wrote this recently in her column: 

“Bootlegging is back on the biggest scale 
since the peak of the Prohibition area; 

Moonshining is being organized as a big “big 
business” by racketeers and gamblers from 
coast to coast. 

Tax evasion is mounting by the day and the 
Government is being cheated out of hundreds 
of millions by the crooks swarming into the 
bootlegging business.” 

Obviously, the answer to the booming boot- 
leg racket is not the hiring of more law en- 
forcement agents, but in adjusting the tax law; 
this will make liquor available to the average 
man, put money into the depleted coffers of 
the Treasury department painlessly, and elimi- 
nate the revitalized bootleg racket.

EMEMBER THE SONG hit “If I had a 
paper doll that I could call my own,” made 
famous by the Mills Brothers during World 
War II? It was a sentimental tune full of sor- 
row, and while listeners cried, one group in 
America laughed whenever it heard the song.

“The Stuberghs” have been making paper 
dolls for over 60 years. They own a mannequin 
mill and they make everything from depart- 
ment store decorations to life-size studies of 
famous paintings. Their re-creation of The 
Last Supper,“ in papier mache is said to be a 
masterpiece of artisanship. It is on exhibit in 
Santa Cruz, California. 
The inside of their studio-factory resembles 
a nightmare in Madame Tussaud’s waxworks. 
Bodies without heads, and arms without bodies 
are strewn about the shop. Not without a sense 
of humor, the Stuberghs have placed in one

But as 
papier mache is their first love, they prefer 
to work with that medium.

Original mod- 
els, say for store window mannequins, are 
first cast in plaster from live models, Then 5 
layers of the heavy paper are molded over cast 
and pressed into shape. 

The original Stubergh shop started in New 
York City, but it moved some time ago to 
Hollywood. The movies are a great user of 
their mannequins. This accounts for all those 
dead bodies in the westerns and war films. And 
the Stuberghs can do anything with paper— 
including making money.

is the new heavyweight champ, 
Rocky Marciano, lucky— 

or is he a fistic great? Here's 
the answer on the Brockton mauler.

5 OCKY CAN'T FIGHT-he was just lucky,” 

bellowed a partisan observer at the recent 
championship fight in Philadelphia. The man 
later admitted he lost a $10 bet by putting his 
dough on Walcott. 

“A potluck fighter with a punch,” exclaimed 
79-year-old fight manager Dan Morgan in New 
York, just prior to the heavyweight title go. 

Of course, Walcott also made some disparag- 
ing remarks about the “Rock” prior to their 
historic encounter. What are the facts about 
Rocky Marciano, born Rocco Marchegiano in 
Ward 2 at Brockton, Massachusetts? 

There are three schools of fighters: the Fancy 
Dans—all science and no punch; the boxing- 
sluggers—a mixture of science and punch (Wal- 
cott, Louis, Sugar Ray), and the sluggers of the 
“give and take” variety. Rocky belongs to the 
latter school. He’s a colorful figure—pardon us, 
champ—who’ll take six blows to land one lethal 
punch. Those who like the beautiful style of 
Sugar Ray Robinson usually can’t stand the 
ponderous approach of an all-out fighter like 
Rocky. Still, what is the object of a fighter? To 
get in the ring and win. Rocky has been doing 
that most successfully, lo these past four years. 


Rocky's Perfect Record 

He’s the only fighter to win the World’s 
heavyweight championship with a perfect rec- 
ord. He won the championship on his 43rd fight, 
which was his 43rd win—38 of them by knock- 
outs. Is that the record of a “bum?” He won 
his last eight fights by KO’s, including one over 
the great Joe Louis. All his KO’s have been by 
the storybook, one-punch variety. The fight 
goes for a couple of rounds, Rocky lands either 
a left or right hook, and the fight’s over. 

Some ofthe wiseacres of Ring Row” claim 
that Rocky has built up his K.O. record on 
“‘patsies”—men far below his fighting .calibre. 
Well, who today can take him? Walcott? Louis? 
Matthews? Rex Layne? He’s already kayoed 
these opponents. Dan Parker, sports columnist 
of the N. Y. Mirror, lauds Marciano’s victory, 
and calls it the big “‘shot in the arm for boxing.” 

Rocky, who couldn’t make the grade as a pro 
baseball player because his arm went “dead” 
brought his arm to “life” in the biggest fight of 
his career—against the champion Walcott, and 
proved to the fighting fans one great thing. He 
has a fighter’s heart. In the title bout before 
40,279 people, 184-pound Rocky was knocked 
down by Walcott in the first round for a count 
of four. Everyone thought the fight would soon 
end. But the courageous Rocky got up off the 
floor, and staved off Walcott’s best punches for 
the remainder of the round. 

As the fight progressed, he had to contend 
not only with Walcott, but a gashed forehead, 
and blinded vision (for four rounds) when 
some of his own liniment rubbed into his 
eyes. The fight ended as everyone knows, when 
Rocky sent a looping right to the jaw of Wal- 
cott, and Rocky became a real champ.

It was a 7-billion 
ton piece of ice, 9 miles long and 4 miles wide.
